Favora Hallway Coniml«»lon. 


Another Important question which 


confronts the legislature is the pro-, 
prlety.or necessity of. creating a state 
railway commission, to previmt dis- 
crimination or favoritism by common 
carriers within the state, with powers 
similar to those -conferred .upon tho. 
iBtxrslato commerce commission for 
(he regulation of interestate transpor- 
tation, ' OT such citlxor' powers an the' 
general assembly may designate. This 
tribunal would be useful In promoting 
needed facilities, remedying abuses, 
and adjudicating nil s'tsto questions 
touching trnnsportialon. 


In the preparation of legislation upnn 


this subject care Hhould be <vx<;rH&p<J 
to keep within legitimate, limits. 
1 do 


not belieye that it is the Intention or 
desire of the people of th* suite unno-1 
eessarjly to harass, annoy or n.tlornpt 
to destroy Corporations; for theiio Ivive 
their rights under the law the some as 
Individuals, and tl.ose rights muni, bo 
respected. It should bo our purpose 
not to attempt to destroy or tnai1 down, 
but to regulate. In other worcis, cor- 
porations receiving rights and powers 
from the state should bo nomr/elled to 
exercise those rights nnd powero. not 
for their .own bonpflt solely, hut in the 
Interest and fpf the accommodation of. 
the public from whom they receive 
thotr charters. 


Advocates Two-Cent-a-Mlle Pure. 
I most c/irnestly recommend loRisla- 


tlon that will securn a rat.fr not exceed- 
ing two cents per mile upon all mil- 
roads within the commonwealth, and 
mtrh further 'legislation as will re- 
quire thf: sale of \rofleaRO boolts fit ti 
rato not nxccndliiK two cents a mile, 
without, ihp requirement of a t<>n dol- 
lar- rinpofit and wh.hout any m.h^r ol>- 
noxlous rcKulatlott or restriction at- 
tached. - • 


Amend Pure Food Law. 


No appeal to t.bo law making power 


for relief should commend Itself with 
greater favor thnn that for the prohi- 
bition of the tmlc of a.dultora.ted food, 
drugs and beverages. 
No more srr- 


ious obligation ran bo impomcd ui>on 
public ofllcials than devolves upon 
those who aro entrasted with the pro- 
tection of thn piitillc health by a strict 
enforcement of thei1 pure food laws. 
An innocent violator of the «aw should 
not be made a scapegoat for the real 
culprit. 


1, thereforo re/ommond to the i:are- 


•ful coriBltlei'ation of the Ietrl8l«,ture 
the advisability of such chanffes 'us 
will make tb«. Jaw protect both the 
people who are the rotumraera,- ami 
who might be imposed upon, and the 
retailer who unknowingly violates the 
law by selling tbe adulterated articles.

I bellsre It would bo wol) tn Inquirn 
whether or' not it Is advisable to re- 
quire the ' manufacturers..

and jobbers who sell auch commodkie.a 
to merchants in Pennsylvania to have 
resident agent.** upon whom legal ser- 
vice could be made, enabling the au- 
thorities to ho,Id them responsible in- 
stead'of the Irinooent retailers.

Banking Laws Need Revision.

tory cbarterecl under Iu laws, to exert 
all its Influence and attention to pro- 
tect that dollar. 1 therefore recom- 
mend a thorough examination of the 
banking laws of the commonwealth 
with tbe of fvflmtni; a n«w ni-t which 
will more'fully protect nnd safeguard 


the, 
deposits of our people. 


Such act «h"ii1d provlrlo. that offi- 


cers, and directors In Hnanchil Insti- 
tutions shall be held loyally respon-

Institutions, so that the people shall 
have the very best protection that the 
law can afford.

Such an act hi- framnd (c, makp.com- 
pttlsory tho syr-tPimatic examination, nt 
frequent, Intervals, of all financial in- 
stitutions chnr''nreri undnr ':hp laws of 
Pennsylvania. 
If In the deliberations 


of the legislature it shall jipponr that 
there is not at present 
tt sufficient; 


number of examiners to attend to tills 
duty, tho want should bu promptly 
supplied and authority given to ap- 
point as many additional eattmlners as 
may be found necessary 1.0 properly 
perform this work. 


The 'comparatively small additional 


oxponsp attendant upon an Increase In 
the number of examiners.! may be mot 
by aii addition to the amount of tfift

corporations for the expenses of sueli 
examinations. Any Increase in the gen- 
eral burden pf taxation will thus be 
entirely avrjd^d.

Investlgpte Trust Companies. 


The diity of carefully Investlgntlns; 


the-condition of trust companies, c!nar- 
Cured under the lawn of this state, is a 
very exacting one; for not only is it 
necessary to ascertain whether their 
capital IB Intact, whether their loans 
are safe and whether the collateral se- 
curities held to protect thorn an? of 
sound value, imt an examination should 
also be made Iftto the condition of 
their thousands of trusts and of tho 
other business which they are author- 
ized under the law to tron'sac';. 


The best laws, It not properly en- 


forced, will not correct any e'rlls that 


may ejclst; and therefore, as chief ex- 
ecutive of the state, I will do every- 
thing within my power to malntalti tho 
banking 'department at as 
high a 


standard of eluclency as possible,' »o 
that It may prove benaflclal to the poo- 
pie whose interests it Is our first duty 
to safeguard, ruid so that the business 
of financial Institutions may not. he 
unnecessarily harassed, 
annoyed, or 


unfairly-Interfered with. 


Recommends Civil. Service Law. 


I recommend tho necessity of pass- 


ing an adonuato civil pervice reform 
law, applying to the offices of the 
commonwealth ami to the offices of 
cities of the second nnd third classes 
and of the larger counties.

velop that, the suspected persons or 
nny others have overcharged the state 
in the furnishing of mipplles or ma- 
terials, that payments for work have
